T his is the sa m e b ody of men 
who. 
thr ou gh the Wilson law. seized upon 
t he im m unities and b enefits 
which 
have m ade the m 
enormously 
rich. 
Now come to t he monopoly 
of the 
s ta n d a r d oil. 
T he first tim e in the 
history of the legislation this c ou n try 
for m any years, we hav e repealed, so 
far as the action of the house of r e pr e ­ 
sentatives is concerned, t he d r a w b a c k 
upon tin exported with A m e ric a n pro­ 
ducts, and this ha s b een done a ga in st 
t he protest of « every r e pr e se n ta tiv e of 
t he stan d ard oil company. 
It has not 
b een done in any spirit of opposition or 
hostility to t ha t gr e a t and successful 
organization, b ut, as a m a t te r of pr in ­ 
ciple. b elieving t ha t now we a r e pro­ 
ducing such vast qu an ties of t i n pl a t e 
iu the United States, with a prospect 
of greatly increased product, it will b e 
perfectly fair to get rid. step b y step, 
of these d raw b ack s. 
T he r e are, pe r ­ 
haps, 25 or 30 products of A m e ric a n in ­ 
dustry said to b e u n d e r t he dominion 
of trusts and comb inations whose r e ­ 
quests to the com m itte e were utte rly 
ignored and refused.

A few mil« « from my h<,m«> there is a 
lake that has foi years been the abiding 
place of a colony of wood ducks. I hav e 
spent hours along the short« watching 
these prettiest of water fowls. The wood 
duck lias one peculiarity not possessed 
by other members of the luck family — 
it builds its home high up in the cav ity 
of some decayed limb, usually one that 
juts out ov er the water. 
The eggs, from sev en to 13 in num­ 
ber, are creamy white in color. 
H o u s e ­ 
keeping is liegtm in May, and the young 
ore ready to leav e the nest early in J uno. 
I was curious to know how the little 
ducks reach the water from their 1«» ftv 
homes. 
I had often seen them, when 
hardly clear of their shell, swimming 
about with their mother and felt con 
v ineed that they nev er could hav e left 
home unaided. 
One bright J une morning fortune fa­ 
v ored me. 
I had rowed along the lake 
shore to pay a v isit to a houseful of 
noisy red wing blackbirds. My boat was 
lying motionless among the tall cat­ 
tails that fringed the shores of the lake. 
Suddenly I heard a loud splash behind 
me, and turning to look I saw on t ho 
water a short distance awav , just shak 
mg the spray from her wings, a female 
wood duck and near her two tiny yellow 
balls, so small that they resembled wa­ 
ter lilies floating on the s u rfa c e . 
The old bird took wing, hov ered and 
circled abov e her babies for a few min­ 
utes and then flew to a cav ity in a tall 
tree, a short distance away. 
In a short 
time the male bird, arrayed in the hand­ 
somest of plumage, joined 
his mate. 
Then for a few minutes I could hear a 
soft cooing noise, which reminded me of 
husband and wife discussing some im­ 
portant point relativ e to the welfare of 
their children. 
Theotxiing soon stopped and the moth 
«■r duck npi>cured in tie* doorway of her 
home. Then she dropp'd toward the wa­ 
ter at a slight angle. 
As her breast 
struck the surf,ice 
she immediately 
div ed, and where her bodv had been I 
was surprised to see two little ducklings 
swimming about as unconcerned as 
tbough they had been trav eling in the 
water for years. 
The routine of flying to the nest was 
repeated four times in rapid succession, 
and each time it resulted in an addition 
of two to the family ill the water, which 
kept growing until it mimlicred 
12 
Then the mother duck swam out in the 
la ke, followed by her brood, while the 
male bird brought up tlie rear of the 
procession, acting, no doubt, as a guard

Perhaps the best known and most fa­ 
mous of all these American court den 
lists in Europe has been Dr. Thomas 
Ev ans in Paris, who has had the honor 
of intnxlacing his forceps into almost 
» •v ery royal mouth in Christendom. 
But perhaps the crowned heads with 
whom ho was most, intimate during his 
professional career were Najioloon III 
and Empress Eugenie. 
Many a time he 
was consulted by both <>n matters of im­ 
portance which certainly had nothing to 
do with teeth, while the emperor would 
frequently av ail himself of the doctor*« 
professional trips to foreign courts to in­ 
trust him with some communication 
which could not well lie 
conv eyed 
through diplomatic channels. 
And, as 
ev erybody knows, when the empire was 
ov erthrown, after the battle of Sedan, it 
was Dr. Thomas Ev ans, who, first of 
all, concealed the fugitiv e empress in las 
Parisian mansion, and afterward eon 
v eyed la*r at personal risk from the me­ 
tropolis to the seaside, whence she es 
cajH*d to England on the yacht of Sir 
J ohn Burgoyne. 
There was an American dentist who 
was implicated in the somewhat sensa 
tional incidents that led to the sudden 
remov al of the semideniented queen of 
Ron mania from Venice a few years ago. 
After tho Roumanian gov ernment had 
exacted from the king, under threat of 
depriv ing him of his throne, a promist to 
put an end to the engagement which 
tho queen had arranged between her 
nephew, Crown Prince Ferdinand, and 
her ambitious fav orite and maid of hon­ 
or, Helen Vacaroseu, her majesty Ik; i 
withdrawn, a prey to the most v iolent 
excitement, to Venice, where her con­ 
duct became so extrav agant as to attract 
much attention and to necessitate the 
journey post haste of King Charles all 
the way from Bucharest to the city of 
the lagoon. 
His first ste p on arm ing was to dis­ 
miss her « *ut ire entouraj. »*, t he t\v n most 
prominent members of which, next to 
the maid of honor, were her Alsatian 
s<*crefary, M. Soheffer, and her Ameri­ 
can dentist, both of whom were credit 
cd with exercising influence of a hyp­ 
notic nature u| m»ii the half crazy queen. 
Shu was subsequently remov ed to Ger­ 
many and kept for three years under 
close restraint in one of the Rhine cas­ 
tles of her brother, the Prince of Wie<L 
It was another American dentist, t<xi, 
who almost led to the deposition of the 
late king of Württemberg, ov er whom he 
had acquired so great a power of persuu- 
siou that t ho king cut himself adrift 
from almost all tho associations of his 
younger days, holding aloof from rela­ 
tiv es and nobles. 
The king was finally 
compelled to choose between dismissing 
Ids American 
fav orite or abdicating. 


known. 
The blossoms rarely hav e any pollen, and 
the fm it is usually, though not always, 
seedless. 
The v ariety is reproduced by 
budding. 
Where it originated is not 
known with certainty, but it was prob­ 
ably in southern Asia. 
Thence it was 
brought to the region of the Mediterra­ 
nean and ev entually diffused ov er the 
world. 
A lady who had trav eled in 
Brazil told Mr. Saunders, chief gardener 
of the department of agriculture, about 
the orange, which she hud seen in that 
country. 
Acting on this information, 
Mr. Saunders told a Star reporter that 
he sent to Bahia and secured a dozen 
young budded trees. 
These reached the 
United States in 1870, Vicing the first 
nav el orange trees known here. 
From these trees others were propa­ 
gated. 
One of the first batch thus ob­ 
tained is now in the orange house of the 
department of agriculture. In 1*73 two 
of tho trees were sent to Mrs. L. C. Tib- 
betsof Riv erside, CaL At the same time 
others were sent to Florida. 
But those 
planted in California fruited more quick­ 
ly and were the first to attract attention. 
It him in b< v ame ev ident that tin* climate 
of that state was better suited to the 
cultiv ation of this v ariety. In Florida it 
is not sufficiently productiv e— i. e., does 
not bear freely enough to be profitable. 
Nev ertheless the finest nav el oranges 
come from Florida, though they are not 
so handsome as those from California 
—Washington Star. 


LAFAYETTE’S GRAVE. 


It 1» In Old 1'ari» , a n d a S ilk en A m e ric a n 
F la g A lw a y» Floa t» O v er It. 
“ While in Paris a short while a g o,’’ 
said a trav eler recently, “ it occurred to 
me that it was a lifting act to make a 
pilgrimage to the tomb of that illus­ 
trious Frenchman, dear t<> the hearts of 
all American patriots, Marquis de La­ 
fayette. 
I asked a number of people be­ 
fore I could find any one to enlighten 
me as to tho spot, but after repeated in­ 
quiry ascertained its location. The grav e 
is situated iti old Paris, within the 
grounds of a conv ent that tin* ancestors 
of Lafayette founded, and where repose 
tin* remains of many of the French no­ 
bility. The first tiling that attracted my 
attention in connection with tho hero’s 
tomb was that abov e it floated a silken 
flag bearing the stars and stripes. 
“ it seems that a good many years ago 
an American gentleman left in his will 
a sum of money to bo used for the spe­ 
cial purpose of keeping an American 
flag forev er flying abov e tho grav e of 
Lafayette. 
It lias done so, without in­ 
termission, from the day the will went 
into effect, and whenev er, through the 
wear of the elements, one flag liecomes 
unserv iceable a new one straightway 
takes its place. Through untold centuries 
tho emblem of the country which, in its 
early struggles for liberty, had his be­ 
neficent aid will wav e abov e his ashes.’’ 
—Washington Post 


Bia ma rck Saw Von !Moltke'* St-ntiment and 
W ent Him On« » Better.

T h ey W e r e C o m m o n ly C» e« l In th e Sev 
enteenth Centurj 
Of the \arious examples that hav e 
been giv en ¡f early i peeimen 
of tla 
clock maker's ¡ :rt i t the least interest­ 
ing are the sev eral types of lamp clocks. 
One of these was of a kind qnife com 
mon in the sev enteenth century and con­ 
sisted of a lamp burner placed at the 
base of a glass oil receptacle mounted 
v ertically on a suitable standard. 
The 
oil reserv oir had attached to it a scale, 
facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning at 4 o'clock in the a ft­ 
ernoon, at which time the lamp was to 
be lighted in winter, ai d ending at 7 
o’clock in the morning. 
The lamp hie­ 
ing lighted, tin* gradually descending 
lev el of the oil, as combustion proceed­ 
ed, marked the hours. 
The other dev ice, of later origin, dat­ 
ing back to the beginning if the present 
century, utilized the same principle. It 
consisted of two comm cheating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
in the other was suspended a float from 
a cord which passed around a small pul­ 
ley. The latter was mounted on a hori­ 
zontal axis ending in the center of the 
dial. 
The float of course descended as 
the oil was consumed and carried the 
index hand along with it, thus making 
the hours precisely as in the case already 
cited. 
At their best these timepieces 
could hav e had only an indifferent de­ 
gree of accuracy, yet they probably 
serv ed their purpose well and certainly 
are interesting at the present time as 
illustrating some 
of 
the expedients 
adopted by mechanicians of an earlier 
period.—( ’ussier*s Magazine.
